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Political abuse of psychology occurs in the U.S. in two primary forms; diagnostic fraud to conceal 
acts of state repression, and the malicious abuse of psychiatric concepts, toward intentionally 
inducing neurosis in dissidents. 


The United States continues to rely on outdated Kraepelian methodology,[56] which uses an 
endogenous rather than environmental model of etiology for many stress related disorders.[57] 
(Also see: Tortfeasor-Liability.) Since the American Psychiatric Association's Diagnostic Statistical 
Manual was first published in 1952 the appearance of the word "stress," has declined from over 
fifty times, to less than a dozen, (as it relates to transient stress disorders, ie environmental 
etiology.) 





Complaints regarding Government misconduct are systematically reported as hallucinations; and 
diagnosis rely on socio-economic, and racial factors as well, meaning eg. that government 
employees, the poor, and racial minorities, will receive different diagnosis than others displaying 
the same symptoms.[58] This relates to the U.S. legal structure, meaning that victims of serious 
crimes, including human rights abuses, are often denied damages & justice owed to them for harms 
caused by organizations, and persons of higher social standing. The APA's DSM-5 Task Force has 
been repeatedly criticized[59] for it's members having disabling conflicts with corporate donors. 
The DSM -5 is no longer current with developments in the international medical field relating to 
diagnostic categories for crimes such as torture.[60] Although the DSM claims[61] it should not be 
used in legal contexts, it often is as most victims cannot afford the high-fees forensic psychiatrists 
often charge, and insurance will not cover. 


The United States Intelligence Community also does not rely on the Istanbul Protocol, but the 
Threat Assessment model[62] for persons claiming to be victims of serious human rights abuses. 
The Threat Assessment model was developed by the Crown, with the Fixated Threat Assessment 
Centre, which has a long history of persecuting Republicans, and dissidents such as anarchists; as 
well as pioneering Mental & Social Hygiene eugenics programs of the lower orders of society[63] 
in cooperation with the Rockefeller Foundation.[64] 


After WWII the United States Intelligence Community began to develop methods to artificially 
induce neurotic states in dissidents, through systematic abuse;[65] thus circumventing the law to 
imprison persons whom had committed no criminal offenses. Today that program was known as the 
MKULITRA series of research projects.[66] 


The American Psychiatric Association, a private corporation which has a monopoly on accreditation 
in the U.S. (Also see: Joint Commission[67],) cooperates with the Central Intelligence Agency in 
both medical research, as well as the development of it's torture program, and thus does not have an 
objective view in the diagnosis of victims of torture. 


The U.S. Congress held a hearing regarding the practice in 1983.[68] 


Recently it has come to be in vogue to slander persons making allegations of Government 
corruption as "conspiracy theorists," despite the legal term of art having been originally derived 
from organized crime, and anti-trust law. 


The endorsement of such a doctrine at a State level could be considered a justifiable act of Military 
Deception,[69] toward the protection of National Security[70] objectives. 


American entertainer, and communist sympathizer Paul Robeson appears to be an early victim of 
these acts,[71] in addition to American writer Ernest Hemingway. 


Disrupting a subject's Sense of Coherence[72] through use of incapacitants[73] such as LSD,[74] 
and novel unpredictable threatening[75] stimuli appears to be one of the core aspects of the USIC 
Clean Torture[76] program. This is done under the ambit of evoking an Orienting response,[77] 
pursuant to a concealed information test,[78] under the guise of interrogations in both open, and 


closed environments. (Also see: Learned helplessness[79]) 


Humiliation[80] also plays a role in these techniques[81], and some[82] have noted they are more 
likely to increase a desire to retaliate,[83] even if none existed before. This is also notable in the 
context of heightened suggestibility[84] in persons with a past history of trauma, and the use of 
false positives in civil conflicts by the belligerent, thereby retroactively justifying[85] the use of 
such techniques. 


The use of such techniques may be considered acts of terrorism. These techniques are deployed as a 


component of Counterinsurgency| 86] warfare. 


¢ In 2012 the Department of Homeland Security publicly acknowledged the use of 
psychological warfare techniques against activists, intended to cause harm to their mental 
health stating “You start to induce a little bit of paranoia,” Quimby explained. The idea was 
that the activists would start thinking, “Are they on to us? Are they watching me? Are they 
on my phone? Are they monitoring my email account?”[87] 

¢ In 2006 counsel filed a document stating that LSD was used against his client during the 
course of interrogations.[88]
